HE New York State Depart- 

ment of Health has recently 
prepared a list of public improve- 
ments in New York State, includ- 
ing water supply, sewerage, and 
incinerator projects which appear 
to be needed at the present time. 
The total number of communities 
together with a rough approxima- 
tion of the total costs involved are as 
follows: 

In 116 Communities—Sewerage 
and sewage disposal plants— 
$30,000,000. 

In 76 Communities—Water 
supply improvements— 
$15,000,000. 

In 26 Communities—Incinera- 
tors—$1,600,000. 

The lists will be published in 
forthcoming issues of ‘Municipal 
Sanitation,” “Water Works Engi- 
neering” and ‘‘American City Mag- 
azine;’ also, “Water Works and 
Sewerage” and “Engineering News-
